"March 1 the rillroad executives of 


the country undertook one of the big 
tasks «f 
national 
reconstruction," 


says Robert S. IHnkerd, assistant to 
the chairman of the Railway Execu- 
tives' advisory committee. "Hundreds 
of thousands ol tons' of rails and bal- 
last and millions of new ties that 
ought to b£-in the roadbeds of the 
railroads are not here. Cars and loco- 
motives have been used to the utmost 
and need thorough repair. The supply 
of new cars and locomotives has been 
far below normal and is far behind 
the requirements 
of fthe 
country. 


There has been no net addition to 
passeriger, Pullman, or refriguratoi 
cars for nearly three years, during
